St. Ounstnn'n Annual Report Shows 
Amazing Results Attained 
By Blinded Soldier* 

Of all the various schemes that 
were set on foot following the close 
of the war to aid the wounded sol¬ 
dier, none perhaps attracted .so much 
attention and sympathetic interest no 
that which is designed to help the 
blind soldier to overcome his great 
handicap. The reason for tills interest 
lies in the fact that men and women 
arc wont to consider blindness the 
greatest tragedy that can overtake 
any person in the prime of life. It Is 
remarkable, therefore, to read of the 
work that has been done with blinded 
soldiers at St. Dunstan's, London. The 
twelfth annual report of this institu¬ 
tion has just been Issued. St. Dun- 
stnn’s was founded by the late Sir 
Arthur Pearson, himself blind, to aid 
the soldier who lias been deprived of 
his eyesight and is obliged to seek 
another vocation in acquiring another 
trade If Ills great affliction had de¬ 
prived him of the skill or power to 
take up again his former occupation. 
Since Its foundation 2,265 officers and 
men have come under the cqrc of the 
organization. The pages of the report, 
which is entitled, "Whilo Memory 
Lives,” provides moving and stimulat¬ 
ing reading concerning the manner Jn 
which these ex-service men have risen 
above the affliction. It seems almost 
Incredible that men should have 
fought and overcome their tragic han- 
dicap in such amazing fashion.—Tor- ( 
onto Globe.

British Convict Ship On Exhibition In 
U.S. Still Draws C rowds 
More than $1,000,000 has been made 
from the old British convict ship Suc¬ 
cess, which was on exhibition in New 
York in 1921 and 1923, and since then 
has been on ttye American waterfront 
and rivers.

Tho 
Success is in Toledo now.

The surging waters of the 
angry Thames seriously menaced 
Westminster again at high tide, but 
the vigilance of an army of workmen 
averted serious damage, 

.Sufficient water seeped through the 
hand-bag barrier nt the break in the 
liver wall In front of the Tate Gal¬ 
lery to reach the curb, but prompt 
reinforcements prevented a repetition 
of yesterday’s disaster when art 
treasures to th<* value of milliions of 
pounds sterling were ruined. The Tnto 
Gallery is the national gallery of Bri¬ 
tish art/ 

Salvation Army women have been 
serving hot food and drinks day and 
night to the thousands of men lighting 
the encroaching waters and also 
have been raring for the distressed 
families driven from their basement 
houses by the muddy torrent. 

The flooded area of Westminster 
Was roped off to guard against dis¬ 
aster should the sand-hag barrier fail 
to hold, but hundreds of thousands of 
people approached as near as possible 
and the Westminster and Vanxhall 
Bridges were black with humanity 
watching tlie heroic efforts of the 
workman to keep the Thames to its 
course. A slight tail favorable wind 
materially aided in accomplishing this 
result. 

A hot controversy is raging in the 
London newspapers as to what body 
is responsible for the disaster which 
cost so many lives and such enormous 
damage and suffering among the tene¬ 
ment. dwellers. The Thames 
\ ancy lx>ard has disclaimed respon¬ 
sibility. The London County Council 
members likewise declare that body is 
not responsible for that section of the 
embankment wall which gave way. 
Frank Brinnt and 7’. M. F.rskine, res¬ 
pectively members of the Commons 
from North Lambeth and Westmin¬ 
ster, expect to raise the question in 
Parliament. 

The havoc wrought by inundation 
of the Tate Gallery, which does for 
mqdein British art what the Na¬ 
tional Gallery in Trafalgar Square 
does for tiie art of past ages, will be 
among the regrettable episodes of the 
Thames overflow. 

The basement of the building con¬ 
tains eight galleries of framed pic¬ 
tures, mostly water colors, the modern 
foreign gallery, and thousands of un- 
framcd pictures and drawings. The 
building was opened in 1807. 

The whole basement was suddenly 
flooded, and the water was ten feet 
deep in the rooms. Throughout yes¬ 
terday firemen were pumping, and 
the entire staff in rubber wading 
clothes were busily engaged in sal¬ 
vaging the pictures. It Is impossible to 
estimate the extent of the damage, 
but a great number have been irre¬ 
trievably ruined. 

The gallery officials were busy dry¬ 


ing out pictures and drawings soaked 
by the flood. Hundreds of water colors 
were spread out on blotting paper and 
satisfactorily dried. Hopes are enter¬ 
tained that many will be saved. 

The King and Queen have shown 
practical sympathy to the flood vic¬ 
tims by sending donations of £100 and 
£f»o respectively lo a relief fund which 
is being liberally aided by the wealthy 
classes. The Duke of Westminster 
contributed £1,000 and Lord Rcvcl- 
Btohe £500. 


Ottawa. As a result of conferences 
here between the Premier and Attor¬ 
ney-General of Saskatchewan, and 
lion. Ernest Lapointe, the ministerial 
head of the Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police, substantial progress was made 
and an agreement is in prospect 
whereby, in Saskatchewan, the 
Mounted Police will supplant tile Pro¬ 
vincial Police and thus avoid n dupli¬ 
cation of forces. 

Premier Gardiner and lion. T <*. 
Davis are returning to Regina to 
consult their colleagues as certain 
phases of the proposition, but there 
is practical agreement here as to the 
amount which the province v ill pay 
the Dominion for taking over the 
work exclusively. The figure, how¬ 
ever, is not made public. 

Still to be discussed is the question 
of what Is to be done with the per¬ 
sonnel of the provincial force, which 
would be disbanded incidental to the 
new plan which seeks to avoid an ex¬ 
pensive duplication of services. There 
are 153 men in the Mounted Police in 
Saskatchewan, and 122 in the provin¬ 
cial force. About GO of the latter 
would be taken on the Saskatchewan 
R.C.M.P. force, while others may be 
enlisted for service in units outside 
that pi ovince. 

The Provincial Government would 
have preferred to do all the policing 
but the removal of the R.C M.P. was 
not practicable, as it is an all-Cana¬ 
dian force whose central training 
depot is in Saskatchewan. In con¬ 
sequence, steps were taken to avoid 
l the duplication and this now is in 
prospect. 

The Mounted Police, it is explained, 
did nil the work in the province before 
! 1017. when the provincial force ciune 
I into being because no many of the 
; mounted force had been diverted to 
military duty. The two forces have 
i existed ever since and Saskatchewan 
spends $400,000 a year on its end al¬ 
though when the Mounted Police take 
over, certain charges in the adminis- 
jtration of justice must be maintained 
# anyway. 

It is understood that the offer of 
the Provincial Government is satis¬ 
factory to the Minister of Justice and 
the Commissioner of Police, although 
some details have yet to be settled 
before any agreement is concluded

Engine Stalls 

The Pas, Man. A few minuter af¬ 
ter he commenced a trial test flight of 
his aeroplane over The Pas. the en¬ 
gine stalled and the ’plane nose-dived 
to earth, bringing Instant death to 
G&ptaln F. J. Stevenson, pilot, former¬ 
ly ol Winnipeg and Toronto. 

The 'plane crashed In the centre of 
a street, a twisted mass of wood and 
metal wreckage. While 300 feet in the 
air, tlie engine stopped dead. Accord¬ 
ing to several observers, the 'plane 
immediately turned nose down and 
crashed to the earth with terrific 
force. Captain Stevenson was dead 
when extricated from the wreckage. 

Cuplaln Stevenson, who was a pilot 
for the Western Canada Airways 
Limited, a company which maintains 
aeroplane service between Winnipeg 
and the northern mineral districts 
of Manitoba, was alone and testing 
the- 'plane following the installation of 
new motor parts.

Causes No Pain and Give* Perfect 
Record* I* Claim 

Mechanical detection of guilt with¬ 
out pain to the suspect soon will be 
possible. Dr. Harold It. Crossland, of 
the psychology department of the 
University of Oregon, said. 

Crosslnnd has been working on the 
machine in the psychology laborator¬ 
ies of the university for three months 
and tests of the instrument recently 
have been successful, he said. 

The Instruments being used by 
criminology experts at present cause 
considerable suffering and do not give 
perfect records, according to the pro¬ 
fessor. 

A rubber pad which resembles a 
cuff and fits around the upper arm 
of the suspect Is the only part of the 
new machine that is visible to tho 
person being examined. Crosslnnd 
•aid. The remainder of the apparatus 
is In a separate room, where it can be 
watched by experts. 

"Pressure on the arm Is produced 
by compressed air forced at inter¬ 
vals into the rubber cuff, replacing 
the hand pump which is now used," 
he said. 

"Systolic (contracting) blood pres¬ 
sure is recorded on a slowly revolv¬ 
ing drum by means of a delicate in¬ 
dicator which utilizes a column of 
mercury. When the extreme pressure 
is reached a small hole is burned on 
the record papers. The topmost per¬ 
foration indicates the height of the 
blood pressure. This is an inclusive 
feature." 

Efforts to develop satisfactory 
"guilt detecting" machines have been 
made for some time, due to discovery 
by psychologists that there is a defin¬ 
ite connection between blnbd pressure 
and the emotional state. 

The value of the guilt tests results 
from the effect on blood pressure to 
conflicting emotions aroused by the 
suspect when he must respond to a 
word connected with a crime, it is 
said. Experiments show a drop follow¬ 
ed by a considerable rise in pressure 
when the subject is startled or anger¬ 
ed.

New marvels of the stars stand re¬ 
vealed by the completion of a gigan¬ 
tic task undertaken 40 years ago by 
the Oxford and Greenwich Observa¬ 
tories the mapping of a large sec- 
turn of the heavens. 

Fifteen million stars, it is estimat¬ 
ed, have now had their photographs 
taken, although only 0.000 are visible 
to the naked eye. The enormous num¬ 
ber of 30.000 star charts, weighing 
two tons and making a pile 30 feet 
high, will shortly be assembled and 
print ed. 

One of the results of the work has 
be on to make certain something that 
has long been suspected -that many 
of the l'aint, lesser stars are compar¬ 
atively near the earth and not at vast 
distances, as was formerly believed.

The men that once gave no thought 
to the horse's comfort were the true 
prototypes of the men of today who 
give no thought to an automobile’s 
weliare. Driving a car with an over¬ 
heated radiator is akin to forcing a 
tired horse. Abusing the mechanism 
of an automobile is a manifestation of 
the same heedlessness that formerly 
led to the abuse of draft animals. 

But with this difference: In the old 
days both the horse and the one who 
did the abusing suffered, the latter 
through his horse’s rapid deteriora¬ 
tion; today only the abuser suffers, 
because it is his own car that is be¬ 
ing ruined, and the car itself cannot 
feel.

I. An Instance Of Persevering 
Truth, verses 3, 4.—When Jesus re¬ 
turned to Capernaum and it became 
known that he was in the house, so 
great u crowd gathered that there 
was not room for more even about the 
door. Four men who had brought a 
palsied friend to Jesus, finding that 
they could not come near him, as¬ 
cended with their burden to the roof. 
They made an opening through the 
roof and let the man down before the 
Great Physician. 

If It was one of the better homes 
in Capernaum, there was a central 
courtyard in which the crowd gather¬ 
ed, and Jesus spoke to them from the 
gallery, or veranda, which extended 
around the wall of the house. In that 
case, it was the tiles of Uie roof over 
the veranda which were removed. If 
it was a poorer house, there was only 
one room, with an outside stairway 
leading to the roof, where in warm 
weather the family slept. The root 
could be easily opened, or dufc 
through, for it was almost flat, slop¬ 
ing only enough to let tli£ rain run 
off, and was composed of mortar, tar, 
ashes, and sand rolled until liar^ 
Sometimes the joists were covered 
with stone slabs, and if this was the 
case in Peter's home, the men had 
not only to dig through the earth but 
to pry up the slabs. 

The bed was but a mattress, padded 
quilt, or blanket, and as the roof was 
low the four men could hold on to the 
corners and by stooping could let 
down the sick man without the aid of 
ropes (ns are represented in most pic¬ 
tures of the event). Probably in bring¬ 
ing the man the bearers carried him 
and his ’•bed” upon a board, or 
stretcher. 

The four men were persevering and 
they were Inventive. Most men would 
have been discouraged by the crowd 
and satisfied that they had done nil 
that could be done, would have car¬ 
ried the sick man home again. Could 
they be expected to do the impossible! 

“If you lind that one door is block¬ 
ed, try another; nnd if no ordinary 
way is open, make a now and extra¬ 
ordinary way. Tear up the roof, make 
a new departure. Love is inventive,

After Kxcrimcnting For 16 Years. 
Gives Means Of Maintaining 
Tissues Of Body 

Man pays for his brain power over 
lower forms of life, and the price ho 
pays is death, in the opinion of Dr. 
Alexis Carrel, internationally known 
biologist of the Rockefeller Institute 
for Medical Research. 

Addressing the third race better¬ 
ment conference here, Dr. Carrel re¬ 
vealed the results of his scientific ex¬ 
periment in keeping alive for nearly 
sixteen years the cell tissue of a 
chicken’s heart nnd described its re 
lntion to the life of man. 

“The cell,” said I)r. Carrel, “is ini- 
mortal. It is merely the fluid in which 
it floats which degenerates. Renew 
tills fluid at intervals, give the cell 
something upon which to feed and no 
far ns we now know the pulsations 
of life may go on forever. 

“Quickly, involuntarily, the thought 
comes: Why not with man? Why 
not purge the body of the worn out 
fluids, develop n similar technique for 
renewing them? And so win Immor¬ 
tality? 

“Although the body is composed or 
elements that arc potentially immor¬ 
tal,” the speaker said, “it is and al¬ 
ways will lx*, subject to senility. 

“Immortality Is incompatible with 
organization. But organization is 
necessary for dcveloffcnent of a high¬ 
ly differentiated nervous system and 
for the appearance of mental pro¬ 
cesses. 

“Death is the price we have to pay 
for possession of our brains. The 
price is not excessive because Uie 
mysterious energy which is created 
by the brain cells or expresses itself 
through them is after all the greatest 
mai vel of this universe.

tive novelty imported from America. 
Most people arc surprised to learn 
that it was esteemed a delicacy in 
Italy more than nine centuries ago. 

To reconcile the ice-cream bricks 
and cornets of today with the visor- 
ed helmets and drooping plumes of 
mediaeval Europe la diflicult for mod¬ 
ern domesticated minds. But in all 
probability William the Conqueror, 
Kiilmrd Cocur de Lion, and many an¬ 
other popular hero cooled parched 
throats with ice-cream after a dusty 
fray. Ice cream, was merely re-dis¬ 
covered in America. 

The cooks of the tyrannical Cathar¬ 
ine de Medici are said to have intro¬ 
duced the secret recipe for ice cream 
into France in the 16th century, and 
to them also Is attributed the inven¬ 
tion of the delicacy by certain author- 
ities.

FIND LASH A MOST 

EFFECTIVE WEAPON 

■ ■ — 

Men Committing Crimes Of 
Violence Have Dread 
Of Lash 

(‘anada is becoming one of the most 
unhealthy places In thc world for pro¬ 
fessional criminals, according to ttie 
current issue of the Canadian Police ' 
Bulletin, which analysis thc effective¬ 
ness of punishment methods now in 
vogue throughout the Dominion. 

The lash is the best weapon which 
Canadian justice has found in its 1 
war on crime. 

"All over the country,” says the 
Bulletin, "criminal court judges are 
making it quite clear that crimes of 
violence arc to be rewarded not only 
by long imprisonment, but by that 
which all criminals dread—the lash. 

"In Montreal, it is reported, Judge 
Renault sentenced two men charged 
with robbery with violence to terms 
I in the penitentiary and to receive' 
l twelve lashes each. 

"The biggest of the two broke down 
and sobbed convulsively when he 
heard that lie was to be whipped,” the 
article states. "But he had no com¬ 
punction whatever about the injuries 
lie inflicted upon the man he robbed 
and showed great cunning In luring 
him to a place where he could be mal¬ 
treated.” 

Summing up the situation, the 
Bulletin says: 

“There is a unanimity of action 
about this which suggests that thc 
men who arc sworn to administer 
the law Impartially believe that the! 
hardened criminal should not be cod- 
dled. 

"And it is not necessarily the man 
whe has been convicted of several of -1 
fenses who Is a hardened criminal. It 
is obvious that there is a growing . 
class of men, most of them young, 
some of them mere youths, who arc 
determined that they will take what; 
they want by force. To them mur¬ 
der is a secondary consideration, the 
honor of a woman nothing, the attain- i 
ment of the wishes and desires, by 
any means, everything. 

"To that state of mind there can 
only be one answer for the protection 
of the great majority of law abiding 
eitizenhood in the state. That it is be- j 
ing given, promptly, effectively and 
with a due regard for a fair show for 
those whose conduct makes it neces¬ 
sary. must be a source of gratification 
to those who do not want to see this 
country Chicagoized.”

Novel Fire Alarms 

I.oud Speakers Have Been Installed 
In Streets Of Edinburgh 

Novel loud speaker fire alarms have 
been installed in thc streets of Edin 
burgh. 

Any one wishing to report a fire 
breaks the glass and immediately the 
door opens disclosing two apertures. 
Above one is painted thc words "Wait, 
Fireman will speak” and above the 
other, "Reply Ilerc.” The breaking of 
the glass also rings an alarm bell in 
a fire station duty room. 

Although the fireman replies 
through an ordinary telephone trans¬ 
mitter Ilia voice can be heard 12 feet 
from tho alarm box. When thc fire¬ 
man answers tho persona reoorting 
the fire gives thc exact location. 

Police and ambulance calls also are 
sendable through the fire-boxes. One 
advantage of the new system, It Is 
said, is that it reduces temptation to 
send in false alarms.
